U.N. Sees 
Post-War 
Iraq Plan 

Interim government’s role 
in security remains unclear 

UNITED NATIONS I The United States on 
Monday unveiled its long-awaited post- 
occupation plans for a sovereign interim gov- 
ernment in Iraq and got a generally positive 
response. But it faced questions about how 
much say Iraqis will have over U.S.-led forces 
that will remain to keep the peace. 

The U.S. presentation of a draft resolu- 
tion on Iraq set the stage for intense nego- 
tiations with critics of the Iraq war, such 
as France and Germany, 
who want a greater role for 
Iraq’s interim government 
in security issues. 

Under the resolution, 
the mandate for U.S. -led 
forces in Iraq would be 
reviewed after a year — or 
even earlier if a transitional 
government due to take power after January 
elections requests it. 

U.S. and British officials said details of 
the relationship between the interim gov- 
ernment due to take power on June 30 and 
the multinational force will be spelled out 
in an exchange of letters with the new gov- 
ernment, once it is formed. 

The resolution also would endorse the 
interim government, which would gain con- 
trol over Iraq’s oil and gas riches. U.N. envoy 
Lakhdar Brahimi is expected to announce the 
body’s makeup by the end of this month, trying 
to strike a balance between Iraq’s competing 
Sunnis, Shiites and Kurds, edithm.lederer(ap)

Bush: U.S. Will Persevere in Iraq 


President unveils plan 
for democracy, warns 
violence may increase 

CARLISLE, PA. I President Bush, try- 
ing to dispel rising doubts about the 
war, declared Monday night the 
United States would stay in Iraq 
until it was free and democratic but 
also said insurgents probably would 
become “more active and more bru- 
tal” and suggested more U.S. sol- 
diers might have to be sent. 

He said that the United States 
would keep its troop level at the cur- 
rent 138,000 as long as necessary 
but that commanders were con- 
stantly reassessing needs. “If they 
need more troops, I will send them,” 
Bush pledged. 

With nearly 800 U.S. soldiers 
killed so far in Iraq, Bush warned 
that the violence would continue. 

“There are difficult days ahead 
and the way forward may sometimes 
appear chaotic,” he said. 

In a prime-time address at the 
U.S. Army War College in Carlisle, 
Pa., he outlined five steps he said 
would help Iraq achieve democracy

WAS H I N G TO N I Violent crime contin- 
ued to decline in 2003 even though 
there was a slight uptick in murders, 
according to FBI statistics released 
Monday. 

Those crimes — murder, man- 
slaughter, rape, robbery and aggra- 
vated assault — dropped 3.2 percent 
compared with 2002. Murders were 


the only category to see an increase, 
rising 1.1 percent. 

Violent crimes have been drop- 
ping steadily over the past five years. 
The report Monday showed a 6.5 
percent decrease from 2002 to 2003 
in these crimes in cities with more 
than 1 million inhabitants. 

Decreases were reported in all 


regions of the United States, with 
the Midwest showing the steepest 
drop at 7 percent. The decreases 
were 3.2 percent for the Northeast; 
2.7 percent for the South; and 1.2 
percent for the West. 

Attorney General John Ashcroft 
cited tougher law enforcement 
methods and stiffer sentences for 
habitual criminals for driving down 
the nation’s violent crime rate, (ap)

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High Court Backs Prisoner 


Justices rule death-row 
inmate can challenge 
lethal injection sentence 

WASHINGTON! The Supreme Court 
ruled for the first time Monday that 
a death row inmate can pursue a 
last-ditch claim that lethal injection 
is unconstitutionally cruel. 

In a rare unanimous decision on 
a capital punishment case, justices 
sided with a convicted Alabama kill- 
er who claims his veins are so dam- 
aged from drug abuse that execu- 
tioners might have to cut deeply 
into his flesh to administer the 
deadly drugs. 

Lethal injection is used in 37 
states, largely because it’s consid- 
ered more humane than the electric 
chair, firing squad, gas chamber or 
hanging. Criticism of the method 
has been building, however, and 


David Larry Nelson’s case led to a 
stark discussion at the court about 
a so-called “cut- down procedure” 
needed when problems complicate 
accessing a vein in an inmate’s arm, 
neck or thigh. 

Justices were told in filings by 
physicians that if done improperly, 
the procedure could cause Nelson 
to suffer heart problems before the 
drug cocktail could kill him. 

The justices decided Monday 
that Nelson could use a civil rights 
law to argue that his punishment 
would be unconstitutionally cruel 
unless special precautions were 
taken. 

Alabama could end the case, 
Justice Sandra Day O’Connor wrote 
for the court, by agreeing to medical 
alternatives suggested by Nelson’s 
lawyers, such as those used for che- 
motherapy patients who have small 
arm veins, gina Holland (ap)

NASA: U.S. 
Spacesuits 
Unusable 

CAPE CANAVERAL, FLA. I NASA 
ruled Monday that U.S. spacesuits 
on the international space station 
are unusable and ordered the crew 
to use Russian gear instead, adding 
considerable time and distance to a 
critical spacewalk next month. 

The crew wanted to wear 
American suits and go out the 
much closer American hatch to 
get to a broken power- supply unit 
on the exterior of the space station, 
but a cooling problem with the out- 
fits made that impossible. 

Cosmonaut Gennady Padalka 
and astronaut Mike Fincke spent 
the past few days trying, without 
success, to get water flowing prop- 
erly to Padalka’s American space - 
suit for cooling. They could not get 
a spare spacesuit to work, either. So 
with only one good U.S. spacesuit on 
board, NASA managers decided to 
use Russian suits and conduct the 
spacewalk from the Russian side 
of the station.

U.S. Bolsters Case 
On 'Wedding’ Raid 


JERUSALEM I Israeli troops and 
tanks left the Rafah refugee camp 
on the Gaza-Egypt border Monday 
following a weeklong sweep for mili- 
tants and weapons-smuggling tun- 
nels, military officials said. 

The exit of the forces from the 
Rafah camp appeared to mark 
the end of the raid, during which 
41 Palestinians were killed and 
two arms -smuggling tunnels were 
destroyed. However, atop army offi- 
cer said on condition of anonymity 


that the military would soon resume 
its mission in Rafah. 

“We are taking a deep breath and 
then we go on,” the officer said. 

Meanwhile, Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon tried to persuade reluctant 
hawks to support his “disengage- 
ment” plan from Gaza and parts of 
the West Bank. The pullout plan was 
rejected by Sharon’s Likud Party 
earlier this month, but Sharon said 
he would seek Cabinet approval next 
week for a revised plan, (ap) 


Military releases more 
pictures of what it says 
was a fighters’ hideout 

BAGHDAD I The U.S. military intro- 
duced more photographs Monday to 
buttress its contention that American 
aircraft attacked a safehouse for for- 
eign fighters near the Syrian border 
— not a wedding party, as claimed 
by Iraqi survivors and police. 

Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt dis- 
played several new photographs 
at a press conference in Baghdad 
Monday — those of a house and 
white powder he said was being 
tested for drugs. He again showed 
pictures of items the military said 
it found at the attack site, includ- 
ing machine guns, ammunition, a 
Sudan Airways plane ticket and bat- 
tery packs associated with impro- 
vised explosive devices. 

“These are pictures that are some- 


what inconsistent in my mind with a 
wedding party,” Kimmitt said. 

U.S. officials have not given a 
complete breakdown of the weapons 
seized. Ownership of guns is con- 
sidered a mark of manhood here, 
and rural Iraqis routinely own an 
array of weaponry. 

Survivors have said most of the 
dead were women and children. 
Kimmitt again denied finding 
evidence that any children died in 
the raid, (ap) 


BAGHDAD BOMB KILLS 2

HAVANA I Cuban stores selling 
goods for dollars reopened Monday, 
two weeks after the communist 
government abruptly shut them 
down to raise prices because of 
U.S. measures squeezing the is- 
land’s economy. 

The government imposed price 
increases of up to 25 percent for 


alcohol, 22 percent for gas and 15 
percent for electrical goods in the 
island’s 5,000 dollar-only stores. 

Cuba blamed the increases on 
U.S. measures aimed at reducing 
hard currency on the island by lim- 
iting how often Cuban -Americans 
can visit relatives and decreasing 
how much they can spend. 


Cuba was forced to implement 
liberal reforms in the early 1990s to 
cope with the loss of Soviet aid and 
trade. The possession of dollars was 
legalized in 1993 to draw hard cur- 
rency from tourism and from family 
purchases at state stores. But most 
Cubans are still paid in pesos, and 
Cuban leaders worry that the shops, 
which accept only U.S. dollars, cre- 
ate social inequality, (ap)

Court Sides With 
NFL in Clarett Case 

FOOTBALL I A federal appeals court 
formally ruled Monday against 
Maurice Clarett ’s effort to enter 
the NFL draft early, saying feder- 
al labor policy permits NFL teams 
to act together to set rules for when 
players can enter the league.

WHAT IT IS: The big red banner 
proclaims, “Free Stopping Lessons,” 
but that’s only a slice of the curricu- 
lum.

GARB: A helmet, wrist guards and pair 
of comfy skates are mandatory. The 
teachers often tote some extra 
protective gear, but you can also 
rent the whole ensemble (in- 
cluding knee pads and elbow pads) 
for $15 a day at any of Ski Chalet’s area 
locations (skichalet.com).

Hair Gene 
Explains So 

Very Much 

HAIR I Misbehaving hair may be 
inherited, according to a study 
released Monday. Researchers 
studying mice determined that 
the aptly named gene Frizzled 6 
controls hair patterns. Subjects 
without the gene had strange pat- 
terns, including whorls of hair on 
their hind feet, back of the head and 
chest. Some also had tufts and ridg- 
es in the hair on their head. 

Humans “have a gene that’s vir- 
tually identical, so there’s every rea- 


son to think it would be similar in 
effect, though that is, at this point, 
unknown,” said researcher Jeremy 
Nathans of Johns Hopkins School of 
Medicine and the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institute. 

The report, published in this 
week’s issue of Proceedings of the 
National Academy of 
Sciences, noted that 
Frizzled genes were 
first discovered in 
fruit flies. 

On most flies, 
bristles point in an 
orderly way. Without 
the gene they don’t know which way 
to point, Nathans explained. The 
gene was named because flies with- 
out it look like they’re having a bad 
bristle day.

SOFTWARE I The latest Macintosh 
edition of Microsoft Corp.’s Office 
suite does text, e-mail, spread- 
sheets and presentations with 
aplomb. Then again, so did its 
previous versions. 

The big hook for the new ver- 
sion, Office 2004 for Mac, is its 
improved business -friendly tools, 
so Mac users can share and man- 
age data just as easily as people who 
run Windows. 

Office 2004 maybe an easy sell 
to businesses, but it’s going to be 
tougher to persuade consumers 
who can’t easily absorb the $399 
full standard edition or $239 
upgrade price. 

Still, Office 2004 does have 
its enticements, including a use- 
ful starting screen called Project 
Galler and compatibility reports to 
ensure creations play nicely with 
other operating systems. 

The central collaboration tool, 
Project Center, is part of Entourage, 
which used to be little more than 
an e-mail program. Now, it’s much 
more like — and arguably better 
than — Outlook. 

Once a project is established, 
the software will automatically

monitor a designated folder on 
your computer for any new con- 
tent.

How financially successful are 
companies that hijack browsers? It 
just doesn’t seem to be a good way 
to build a customer base. 

There’s clearly some sort of 
money to be made off hijacking. The 
business model works like this: 1) 
Porn site owner pays hijacker to put 
links to his site in hijacked browser; 
2) Hijacking victim sees that he’s 
got some interesting new content 
on his “new” home or search page; 
in visiting these pages, he runs up 
the hit count for all the ads sold on 
that site; 3) Profit! 

I bought a 15 in. Apple Powerbook 
and absolutely love it except for 


one thing — after about 15 minutes 
of running you can cook an egg on 
the thing!

This is a big problem with many 
laptops these days, Apples as well 
as Windows -based models.

Are there any devices that would 
let me listen to Internet radio over 
my wireless router without hav- 
ing to boot my computer and hook 
it into the stereo?

Weiland. The list goes on. 

All are creative rock or pop stars 
and veterans of rehab for drug or 
alcohol addiction. 

“In rock ’n’ roll, you’re supposed 
to be outrageous,” says Dr. Lou Cox, 
a New York-based psychologist who 
specializes in addictions. “Being bad 
is good.” 

Indeed, the long list of artists 
who have died of a drug overdose 
or a drug-related accident over the 
past 30 years includes some of the 
icons of rock and roll. 


The list ranges from Jimi 
Hendrix, Janis Joplin, the Doors’ 
Jim Morrison and the Sex Pistols’ 
Sid Vicious, to contemporary artists 
such as Sublime’s Bradley Nowell and 
Blind Melon’s Shannon Hoon. 

But the culture of drug abuse 
is undergoing a major transition 
across the entire musical landscape, 
according to artists, managers and 
others in the industry. 

“There is a higher degree of 
awareness,” industry veteran and 
author Walter Yetnikoff says. 
“People know that recreational 
use can kill you.” 

And if it doesn’t kill you, it can 


be a detriment to your career. 

Nonesuch Records recently 
pushed back the release of Wilco’s 
new album, “A Ghost Is Born,” from 
June 8 to June 22. One of the rea- 
sons for this was to accommodate 
singer/songwriter Tweedy’s rehab 
visit in April. 

“Artists on drugs can defi- 
nitely slow down the promotional 
process,” Warner Bros, senior vice 
president Liz Rosenberg says. “In 
the publicity world, this has a very 
strong impact.” 

In February, country artist Jo 
Dee Messina entered a rehab facil- 
ity in Utah for 10 weeks. She says 
she received some flack for “going 
public” with her alcohol addiction. 


She said she only spoke out because 
she hoped her story “would help oth- 
ers who are dealing with their own 
addictions.” 

Porno for Pyros guitarist Peter 
DiStefano says he turned his back 
on the band in the late-’90s to 
escape the drug culture. 

“Everyone was smoking crack 
and doing heroin,” DiStefano says 
of his Pyros days. “I tried every drug 
and all kinds of sex.” 

Seven years ago, DiStefano was 
diagnosed with testicular cancer. 

“I was dying in many ways,” he 
says. “So, I entered rehab for the 
eighth time and began chemothera- 
py treatment.” He has been clean and 
sober — and free of cancer — since. 

For artists like DiStefano and 
Messina, the music they create is 
cathartic. 

But once addicted, always 
addicted. 

Messina says, “Today, I’m in con- 
trol of my drinking and addiction. 
But I’ll be in recovery until the day

TELEVISION I As American Idol 
fans prepare for one more night of 
speed- dialing for their favorites, 
Diana DeGarmo says she already 
feels like a winner.

Last year both American Idol 
finalists — Clay Aiken and win- 
ner Ruben Studdard — released 
successful albums. 

DeGarmo already has plans 
to start work on a record imme- 
diately, no matter how she fares 
in this week’s voting. “My plans 
are definitely just to keep the 
ball rolling — don’t stop while 
people know who I am,” she said.

“You’re not encouraged to have 
an opinion, you’re not encouraged 
to have a voice, and God forbid you 
have ambition to be anything other 
than a servant.” 

He says he did the show sole- 
ly for the experience, adding that 
adjusting to life in 1628 was the 
biggest challenge of all. “Realizing 
that I’d have to go to the bathroom 
outside for the next five months — 
without any toilet paper, without a 
toilet, just leaves — was something 
I had to really overcome.”

to discuss music downloading and 
other changes to the music business. 


How has it affected your lives being 
independent artists in a world 
where everything you’ve recorded 
is available to millions of computer 
users at the click of a mouse? 

TINA: Luckily, we started writing 
songs 30 years ago, so those and oth- 
ers we wrote at least 20 years ago 
are still earning fractions of pennies 
in royalties that began to trickle in 
some years after we wrote them. For 
our younger songs, we have little 
hope that they will earn what they 
cost us to record and promote. 

Personally, to make a living now, 
I will turn to other arts, perhaps 
paintings, writing copyrightable/ 
paper publishable books and/or 
live performance. 

How do you feel about online music 
stores, such as the iTunes store? 

TINA: I am liking iTunes. It 
presents a pretty fair model of the 
evolving future: getting the music to 
the consumer easily and affordably 
while paying the creators fairly. 

“Genius of Love” has to be one of 
the most heavily sampled songs of 
all time. Is that good for you? 

TINA: It is one of the most heavily 
sampled tracks, right up there with 
James Brown and P-Funk. It has 
been very good for us financially, if 
the sampler has a hit. We only refuse 
permission when the song is racist 
or offensive in some other way. 

It gives our song a new life each 
time. We are thankful for that! 

What is your opinion of Internet- 
based music stations? 

CHRIS: I love “underground” radio 
in any form, Internet or otherwise. 
This is the format that breaks new 
music. Heck, remember when FM 
was “underground?” That’s where 
I first heard Jimi Hendrix.
